The California 
governor, who arrived this morning, 
i« sai'l to have come to Columbus at 
the request of Col. Roosevelt and ilk 
tlie interests of the new party. Mr. 
Garford. the candidate for governor. 
is a manufacturer. He was a candi- 
date for the Republican nominntkm 
for governor, hut was defeated by 
Judge K. B. Dillon, of Columbus, at 
tl-e Republican state convention OB 
July 2. Judge Dillon later resigned.

ret R. Nevon. of Dayton, for attor- 
ney seneral. by acclamation; Chas. 
L."Allen, of Marion, auditor of state; 
William Kirtley. of Defiance, treas- 
urer, by acclamation: L. J. Tabor, of 
Belmont county, lieutenant governor. 


When Mr. Garford walked on the 


staee and shook hands with Chair- 
man James R. Garfiald, 
following 


his nomination, great applause 
fol- 


lowed. 
"Hello, Governor." cried scores of 


voices. 
Mr. Garford said, in part: "I can- 


not give suitable expression 
to the 


tnincs that are in my heart to say. t 
can only pledge you the full strength 
of my courage and capabilities in the 
great battle we'are about to fight to- 
iether this year and in the years to 
come. And. if elected, for I shall be 
elected, I shall strive unceasingly for 
those principles of justice and nation- 
al righteousness to which our party, 
the sane party of the plain people, 
is dedicated.

RELATIVE TO THE 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


(Communication.) 


"TVfaen in the 
course of 
human 


events."' an occasion is encountered 
that perplexes us or renders iis indig- 
nant, it is customary. I believe, to 
take our troubles to the daily papers, 
and air them in the hope of being en- 
lightened or receiving sympathy. I 
come merely for enlightenment. 


Tvhen a rule is made by an insti- 


tution, so distinctively democratic and 
of the people, as are the 
public 


schools, it seems to me that rule 
should be adhered to, -without distinc- 
tion in favor of any child. It should 
ma'ie no difference whether his par- 
ents be influential or not: 
-whether 


they te of the contentious type, given 
to engasing in embarrassing and 
tJme-taking controversy, or whether 
they are plain unassuming people 
tvho consider that a la>v is made to be 
kept and are willing to abide by a 
decision when once rendered. 


I refer to the rule made by the 


superintendent of tee public schools 
in which he says that no child who 
is not six before the first of Decem- 
ber shall enter school now. It may 
or may not be a wise rule (w« shall 
not go into the merits of that) but J 
iind that all over the city, it is being 
•enforced in some instances and ig- 
nored in others. That is what per- 
plexes the writer and she thinks that 
the matter calls for an explanation 
from some responsible person. I find 
iipon inauiry that this state of affairs 
existed last year as well as this year. 
Several primary teachers 
have in- 


formed me 'hat the child who enters 
school in January is handicapped, and 


loses a whole year by so doing, -while 
those who enter in September receive 
better attention and make correspond- 
ingly grater progress. If this indeed 
be" the case, it is not a matter for 
wonderment that some parents wax 
pregaacious and insist on 
breaking 


the rule. But numerous other fathers 
and mothers dislike controversy, es- 
pecially over rules that have been 
made by the proper authorities. 


It may be quite beside the subject, 


but does it not seem a poor way to 
teach obedience and respect for law, 
to a child, to allow him 10 see that 
a little argument or influence on the 
part of his parents can override rules 
laid down by his teachers? To a child 
who has been carefully taught obedi- 
ence at home, This is indeed a new- 
state of affairs, and if he is spirited 
child, he is sure to suffer 
from 
it. 


Would it not be preferable that he 
should lose a whole year at school 
.than that he should lose what seems 
to me, to be infinitely more valuable 
—proper respect for so potent a fac- 
tor in his young life, as bis first | 
teacher should be?
